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Which is the Real Stalin? 
It is always interesting to learn 
what -Prime Minister Stalin has to 
say to'the American public. But 
his answers to questions put to him 


, by American writers have a way 


of being more confusing than enligh 
tcning. 
His interview by Elliot 
Roosevelt, published in Look mag- 
azine, is no exception. 
Some of the answers were famil- 
iar, since they were substantially 
repetitions of others given to ques- 
tions submitted in writing by A- 
mericans. There were other answer 
that didn't jibe with some of Mr. 
Stalin's statements 
about Soviet- 
'American relations and world af-' 
fairs made for home consumption. 
And there were still others which 
contradict Soviet policy as it has 
come,to be known through the Uni- 
ted Nations and foreign ministers', 
meetings. 
Most Americans, journalists and 
non-journalists alike, who have had 
the pleasure Of meeting Mr. Stalin 
.jsepm tp,lxay.e ^purjd^him _£n,,aff able, 
cdurTeous "person'• with ~a.~ twinkling 
eye, a sense pf humor,; and n o.ten- 
dency toward excitement or bomb- 
astic speech. The tone of his infre- 
.quent statements for 
Americans 
bears out this impression. 
Yet he stands before the world 
as the head of a dictatorship which 
at its lower levels of government, 
displays too little of Mr. Stalin's 
confident and optimistic geniality. 
His ministers are notable for fre- 
quent bitter speeches and a con- 
sistently mulish disclination to co- 
operate in international conferenc- 
es. The official publicaions of his 
government go in for bitter, extra- 
vagant tirades against 
American 
capitalism, policies, manners and 


- general \yay of life. 
What, then, are Americans to be- 
lieve? There seem to be only three 
choices. Either Mr. Stalin's voice 
is the true voice of Russian policy, 
which elsewhere cloaks a feeling of 
insecurity behind a brusque exter- 
ior; or Mr. Stalin speaks softly and 
insincerely while arming his lieu- 
tenants in the field with big sticks; 
or Mr. Stalin's mild views no lon- 
ger prevail in Soviet councils. 
Some men who know Russia well 
insist that this last supposition is 
correct. They insist that is he ra- 
ther mysterious Politburo 
which 
runs the S9viet Union, and that Jo- 
sef Stalin is more or less of a fig- 
urehead whose chief function is to 
serve as a symbol for popular loy- 
alty and adoration. 
If one rejects this explanation 
there is still the question of which 
side Mr. Stalin's dual political na- 
ture predominates. When he add 
resses American readers is it Sta 
lin the ruler of a great, populous 
ambitious nation or Stalin the om 
munist world revolutionist who is 
speaking? 


Until those questions are answer 
ed—if indeed they can be—the dif 
fuse light which Mr. Stalin shed 
in his interviews will continue t 
provide no illumination for a grop 
ang world.

The Doctor

The protruding eyes and the ner- 
vousness of an exophtalmic goiter 
patient are the result of an ovcr-^ 
active; thyroid gland. The eye dif 
ficulty is percufiar to this form of 
goiter. 


Exophthalmic goiter is most apt 
to occur in young adults of nervous 
temperament living in large cities. 
It is more common in women than 
in men. and> in some cases shoclc 
or strain seems to be a factor in 
its development. 
' 
The chief complaing of exophthal 
mic goiter patients is excessive fa 
figue. Their, bodies oxidize so rapid 
ly that even though they eat 
a 
great deal, they continue to 
lose 
Weight. 


The patient's skin Is warm and 
flushed from the blood's attempt to 
get rid of excessive body heat, and 
he finds ordinary bed clothing un 
comfortable even in the 
clodest 
weather. 


The exophthalmic goiter patient's 
eyes have a staring 
expression. 
They may protrude so far that they 
seem to be popping out of their 
sockets. 


Nervousness and change of dis 
position may . disturb • members . of 
the family before they are evident ' 
to the patient, and loss of .temper 
is difficult to explain until the dis 
ease is recognized. 


As a rule, it is not difficult to 
detect an exophthalmic goiter pa- 
;ient, but a breathing or metabo- 
lism test is made to: determine the- 
seventy of the condition. Patients 
are given the test .; the first thing 
In the morning, after, a good night's 
rest and before eating or drinking. 
The amount of oxygen consumed 
over a certain period of time 
is 
neasured, and the excess is calcu- 
lated in percentages. ; 


Complete Rftst Needed 
Exophthalmic "goiter 
patients 
are usually given medical 
treat- 
ment before surgery is recommen- 
ded. They require complete physi- 
cal and mental rest, sedatives, and 
an. adequate diet. 
Lugol's Iodine Solution, is admin- 
stered to quiet 'the overactive thy-, 
roid gland, usually with some nii- 
tlal success. 


As exophthalmic goiter is a dis- 
ease of ups and downs, it may be 
jossiblo to maintain the patient in 
fairly good health for some time 
without operation, 


If the gland cannot be controlled, 


> portion of it is removed surgical- 
y, or Its activitv is halted by X- 
ray treatment.. More recently, se- 
vere cases of exophthalmic goiter 
lave been treated with radioactive 
odine or thiouracil, with good re-

The protruding eyes and the ner- 
vousness of an exophtalmic goiter 
patient are the result of an ovcr-^ 
active; thyroid gland. The eye dif 
ficulty is percufiar to this form of 
goiter. 


Exophthalmic goiter is most apt 
to occur in young adults of nervous 
temperament living in large cities. 
It is more common in women than 
in men. and> in some cases shoclc 
or strain seems to be a factor in 
its development. 
' 
The chief complaing of exophthal 
mic goiter patients is excessive fa 
figue. Their, bodies oxidize so rapid 
ly that even though they eat 
a 
great deal, they continue to 
lose 
Weight. 


The patient's skin Is warm and 
flushed from the blood's attempt to 
get rid of excessive body heat, and 
he finds ordinary bed clothing un 
comfortable even in the 
clodest 
weather. 


The exophthalmic goiter patient's 
eyes have a staring 
expression. 
They may protrude so far that they 
seem to be popping out of their 
sockets. 


Nervousness and change of dis 
position may . disturb • members . of 
the family before they are evident ' 
to the patient, and loss of .temper 
is difficult to explain until the dis 
ease is recognized. 


As a rule, it is not difficult to 
detect an exophthalmic goiter pa- 
;ient, but a breathing or metabo- 
lism test is made to: determine the- 
seventy of the condition. Patients 
are given the test .; the first thing 
In the morning, after, a good night's 
rest and before eating or drinking. 
The amount of oxygen consumed 
over a certain period of time 
is 
neasured, and the excess is calcu- 
lated in percentages. ; 


Complete Rftst Needed 
Exophthalmic "goiter 
patients 
are usually given medical 
treat- 
ment before surgery is recommen- 
ded. They require complete physi- 
cal and mental rest, sedatives, and 
an. adequate diet. 
Lugol's Iodine Solution, is admin- 
stered to quiet 'the overactive thy-, 
roid gland, usually with some nii- 
tlal success. 


As exophthalmic goiter is a dis- 
ease of ups and downs, it may be 
jossiblo to maintain the patient in 
fairly good health for some time 
without operation, 


If the gland cannot be controlled, 


> portion of it is removed surgical- 
y, or Its activitv is halted by X- 
ray treatment.. More recently, se- 
vere cases of exophthalmic goiter 
lave been treated with radioactive 
odine or thiouracil, with good re-

The Doctor 
Says: 


The protruding eyes and the ner- 
vousness of an exophtalmic goiter 
patient are the result of an ovcr-^ 
active; thyroid gland. The eye dif 
ficulty is percufiar to this form of 
goiter. 


Exophthalmic goiter is most apt 
to occur in young adults of nervous 
temperament living in large cities. 
It is more common in women than 
in men. and> in some cases shoclc 
or strain seems to be a factor in 
its development. 
' 
The chief complaing of exophthal 
mic goiter patients is excessive fa 
figue. Their, bodies oxidize so rapid 
ly that even though they eat 
a 
great deal, they continue to 
lose 
Weight. 


The patient's skin Is warm and 
flushed from the blood's attempt to 
get rid of excessive body heat, and 
he finds ordinary bed clothing un 
comfortable even in the 
clodest 
weather. 


The exophthalmic goiter patient's 
eyes have a staring 
expression. 
They may protrude so far that they 
seem to be popping out of their 
sockets. 


Nervousness and change of dis 
position may . disturb • members . of 
the family before they are evident ' 
to the patient, and loss of .temper 
is difficult to explain until the dis 
ease is recognized. 


As a rule, it is not difficult to 
detect an exophthalmic goiter pa- 
;ient, but a breathing or metabo- 
lism test is made to: determine the- 
seventy of the condition. Patients 
are given the test .; the first thing 
In the morning, after, a good night's 
rest and before eating or drinking. 
The amount of oxygen consumed 
over a certain period of time 
is 
neasured, and the excess is calcu- 
lated in percentages. ; 


Complete Rftst Needed 
Exophthalmic "goiter 
patients 
are usually given medical 
treat- 
ment before surgery is recommen- 
ded. They require complete physi- 
cal and mental rest, sedatives, and 
an. adequate diet. 
Lugol's Iodine Solution, is admin- 
stered to quiet 'the overactive thy-, 
roid gland, usually with some nii- 
tlal success. 


As exophthalmic goiter is a dis- 
ease of ups and downs, it may be 
jossiblo to maintain the patient in 
fairly good health for some time 
without operation, 


If the gland cannot be controlled, 


> portion of it is removed surgical- 
y, or Its activitv is halted by X- 
ray treatment.. More recently, se- 
vere cases of exophthalmic goiter 
lave been treated with radioactive 
odine or thiouracil, with good re-

The Doctor 
Says: 


The protruding eyes and the ner- 
vousness of an exophtalmic goiter 
patient are the result of an ovcr-^ 
active; thyroid gland. The eye dif 
ficulty is percufiar to this form of 
goiter. 


Exophthalmic goiter is most apt 
to occur in young adults of nervous 
temperament living in large cities. 
It is more common in women than 
in men. and> in some cases shoclc 
or strain seems to be a factor in 
its development. 
' 
The chief complaing of exophthal 
mic goiter patients is excessive fa 
figue. Their, bodies oxidize so rapid 
ly that even though they eat 
a 
great deal, they continue to 
lose 
Weight. 


The patient's skin Is warm and 
flushed from the blood's attempt to 
get rid of excessive body heat, and 
he finds ordinary bed clothing un 
comfortable even in the 
clodest 
weather. 


The exophthalmic goiter patient's 
eyes have a staring 
expression. 
They may protrude so far that they 
seem to be popping out of their 
sockets. 


Nervousness and change of dis 
position may . disturb • members . of 
the family before they are evident ' 
to the patient, and loss of .temper 
is difficult to explain until the dis 
ease is recognized. 


As a rule, it is not difficult to 
detect an exophthalmic goiter pa- 
;ient, but a breathing or metabo- 
lism test is made to: determine the- 
seventy of the condition. Patients 
are given the test .; the first thing 
In the morning, after, a good night's 
rest and before eating or drinking. 
The amount of oxygen consumed 
over a certain period of time 
is 
neasured, and the excess is calcu- 
lated in percentages. ; 


Complete Rftst Needed 
Exophthalmic "goiter 
patients 
are usually given medical 
treat- 
ment before surgery is recommen- 
ded. They require complete physi- 
cal and mental rest, sedatives, and 
an. adequate diet. 
Lugol's Iodine Solution, is admin- 
stered to quiet 'the overactive thy-, 
roid gland, usually with some nii- 
tlal success. 


As exophthalmic goiter is a dis- 
ease of ups and downs, it may be 
jossiblo to maintain the patient in 
fairly good health for some time 
without operation, 


If the gland cannot be controlled, 


> portion of it is removed surgical- 
y, or Its activitv is halted by X- 
ray treatment.. More recently, se- 
vere cases of exophthalmic goiter 
lave been treated with radioactive 
odine or thiouracil, with good re-

The measure sets out it is de- 
signed to "legalize, regulate and 
control the distribution" of whis- 
key, beer and other alcoholic bev 
erages, by establishing a depart- 
ment of alcoholic beverage 
con- 
trol. 


It seeks to set iip a three-mem- 
oer board appointed by the gov- 
ernor on a staggered-term basis. 
The governor would designate the 
chairman. The board would direct 
the sale and distribution of whiskey 
in Arkansas 
and 
its 
members 


would be. allowed up to $5,000 a 
year* in salary. 


The bill specifies that each mem- 
ber give bond to the state in 
amount set by the governor. 
Butler said previously the bill, 


if enacted, should produce 
about 


$4,000,000 annually in profits to the 
state.

Johnny Kling, 
Famous Ball 
Player, Dies

Kansas City, Feb. 1 —(/P)— John 
G. (Johnny) Kling, colorful catch- 
er of the Chicago Cubs from 1900 -co 
1911 
— who at the height of his 
career warned young players that 
professional baseball could "lead 
to wickedness and deceit" —died 
here last night. He was 71 years 
old. 


Kling suffered a heart attack six 
weeks ago on a train while return- 
ing to Kansas City from Miami, 
Fla. The former Cub star, whose 
fondness for> pool playing brought 
mm a world's title, had made a 
fortune in real estate and died a 
wealthy man. 


:Playirig in the 
days when'a 


rookie had a tough time making 
the grade because of unwillingness 
of veterans to step aside even for 
a day, Kling took time out in 1908 
to 
discourage 
ambitious young 
players from entering professional 
baseball unless they were certain 
of success. 


"Unless you have unquestioned 
talent stay away from the profes- 
sional diamond," 
Kling warned. 
It will lead to wickedness and de- 
ceit." 


"But if you have the talent — 


fne unquestioned talent which will 
lead you to the major leagues — 
then go in and win. There's money 
to be 
made 
and 
fame 
to 
be 
gained," he said. 


Generally considered one of the 


-•nost wealthy of baseball's past 
performers, Kling bought control- 
ling interest in the Kansas City 
Blues in 1933. He served as presi- 
dent of the club until July 25, 1937, 
vvhen he sold out to the New York 
Yankee chain system. <

was illegal unless applicants held 
basic science certificates. 


"It is well settled that equiry 


will not intervene by injunction to 
restrain acts that are merely crim- 
inal," he court declared in

"Here, there is no allegation that 
appellant's (stale's) properly 
or 
pecuniary rights arc invaded 
or 


threatened. It is a simple action 
to enjoin an alleged violation of 
the basic sciences act which

and which prescribes serious pen- 
allies by fine and imprisonment for 
ils violation. 


"Being a suit to enjoin the x x 
board from the alleged violation 
of the criminal provisions of the 
basic sciences act, we think the 
trial court was without jurisdiction 
and correctly sustained the demur-
